Human ancestors developed a taste for alcohol 10 million years ago

Happy hour started way earlier than we 
thought. 

Roughly 10 million years ago—long before 
humans began to store food harvested by agri- 
culture, and long, long before they intention- 
ally fermented food and made a delightfully 
relaxing ritual of consuming the result—a new 
study finds that the guts of our primate ances- 
tors evolved the ability to metabolize alcohol. 

The latest research suggests that human- 
kind has had far more evolutionary time to 
adapt itself to the presence of alcohol than has 
been previously thought. Earlier efforts to date 
mankind’s practice of consuming alcohol had 
suggested that our relationship to fermented 
fruit began a mere 9,000 years ago. That is 
when humans were thought to have developed 
the technological wherewithal to jump-start 
the rotting process, separate the extraneous 
food bulk, and harvest the liquid inebriate 
known by the scientific name of ethanol. 

If humankind’s relationship with drink 
were truly that young, it would stand to rea- 
son that many among us might not yet have 
acquired the evolutionary means to toler- 
ate alcohol. And that would likely color our 
understanding of a disease such as alcohol- 
ism—in which an environmental factor that 
is benign or even salutary to most confers 
toxic effects on certain individuals. Alcohol- 


ics might be seen merely as evolutionary late 
bloomers, whose genetic ability to metabolize 
ethanol has not yet caught up with its ubiqui- 
tous availability. 

If primates have been enjoying the effects 
of fermentation for 10 million years, by con- 
trast, that would suggest that humans—and 
even chimpanzees and gorillas before them— 
have by now pretty fully evolved to consume 
alcohol. By that reading, any genetic predis- 
position to alcohol- 
ism might be viewed 
as the result of a 
more recent, or more 
random, genetic mu- 
tation. 

To date our rela- 
tionship to drink, a 
team led by biologist 
Matthew Carrigan of 
Santa Fe College in Gainesville, Fla., reached 
back into humans’ ancestral lineage to detect 
where the ability to produce a gut enzyme key 
to metabolizing alcohol first appeared. 

Their research was published Monday in 
the journal PNAS. 

Carrigan’s team found that the digestive en- 
zyme ADH4, which begins to break down al- 
cohol on the tongue and in the esophagus and 
continues to do so in the stomach, was first 
found plentifully in the gorilla, a primate an-

cestor from whose lineage humans diverged 
roughly ro million years ago. It is similarly 
found in more recent evolutionary ancestors, 
including the chimpanzee and the bonobo. 

Alas, without the genetic ability to produce 
ADH4, more distant ancestors of humans, 
including the orangutan, gibbon and baboon, 
would have developed no taste for alcohol. 
Long before they might have been drawn by the 
inebriating effects of ethanol, those primate 
ancestors would have 
rejected fermented 
foods because of the 
stomach pain, nausea 
or physical discom- 
fort associated with 
eating them. 

Our — 10-million- 
year-old relationship 
with alcohol should 
come as no surprise, the authors of the latest 
research suggest. It coincides with the middle 
Miocene climatic transition, a period of rapid 
environmental change in which the fragment- 
ed forest ecosystems of East Africa were giving 
way to grassland ecosystems. 

In that period, our hominoid ancestors— 
consumers of tree fruits all—increasingly 
came down from the trees. As they dragged 
their knuckles along the ground, they would 
likely have found fallen fruit colonized by 


yeast and in various stages of fermentation. 
Those that could eat that spoilage would not 
only have fared better at living on the ground 
than those sustaining themselves on unrip- 
ened fruit in the trees; they would have been 
more likely to survive lean growing seasons by 
virtue of their ability to eat fruits (and eventu- 
ally meats) that were well past their prime. 

Indeed, our human ancestors may even 
have enjoyed the gauzily pleasant effect that 
consuming such fruit had. So, when humans 
developed the tools to do so millions of years 
later, they took yeast into their own hands 
and became deliberate makers of beers, wines 
and spirits. 

One small mystery emerged: Researchers 
did find the ability to produce ADH4 in the 
aye aye, an endangered lemur species native 
to Madagascar. Close to 50 million years sepa- 
rates the aye aye from humans, so it’s not like- 
ly that humans’ ability to metabolize alcohol 
started that far back, and then somehow fell 
away in all the intervening species of ances- 
tors. Aye ayes are known to eat tree fruits, sap 
and nectar, all of which can ferment naturally, 
and that probably accounts for their evolved 
ability to metabolize ethanol. 

So if alcohol is served at this family re- 
union, humans, bonobos, chimps and gorillas 
might hoist a toast to their very distant tree- 
dwelling cousin, the aye aye.

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CHICAGO GETS 
A PAY RAISE 


New pay rates could 
change city’s business 
climate, experts say

On July 1, Chicago’s new $13 minimum wage 
will begin to phase in, with a bump from $8.25 
to $10 an hour. Labor activists, Mayor Eman- 
uel and most aldermen said the new wage will 
give low-paid workers a much-needed boost, 
stimulate the local economy and help Chica- 
goans keep up with a high cost of living. 

On the other hand, business interests and 
a few holdout aldermen warned that such a 
high increase would force businesses to cut 
jobs, move to the suburbs or shut down en- 
tirely. 

The city council voted 44-5 on Tuesday to 
raise Chicago’s minimum wage, which gradu- 
ally will increase until hitting $13 per hour in 
2019 and be pegged to inflation starting in 
2020. Tipped wages will go up 50 cents in July 
and another 50 cents in 2016. 

The new wage will affect about 31 percent 
of Chicago’s workforce, according to a report 
by Emanuel’s minimum wage working group 
—meaning more than 400,000 Chicagoans 
will get a raise. That population is dispropor- 
tionately black and Latino, and their median 
age is 33, according to the report. 

Ald. Brendan Reilly (42nd) was one of the 
“no” votes Tuesday, and reminded his fellow 
aldermen before the vote that they were not 
economic experts. 

“If we had 50 economists on the City Coun- 
cil, the city’s financial condition would be 
much better than it is today,” he said during 
Tuesday’s meeting. 

With that in mind, RedEye consulted pro- 
fessional economists to forecast Chicago’s 
business climate over the next few years of 
wage increases.

very close, also runs the risk of city-to-sub- 
urbs or city-to-Indiana kind of defections,” 
he said. 


Effect on poverty 

Both Neumark and Sanderson noted that the 
effect of the minimum wage on poverty levels 
would be difficult to determine, considering 
the way the poverty level is measured. 

For one thing, Neumark said, poverty is 
measured in households and the minimum 
wage is paid to individuals. 

And the federal poverty levels don’t take 
into account every factor it could, Sanderson 
said, making note of “the tortured way we 
measure poverty.” 

Sanderson was unequivocal in his opposi- 
tion to a minimum wage increase: “I’m just 
not in favor of laws that make poor people 
poorer,” he said. “It’s going to be the lowest 
end of the chain that’s going to lose their 
jobs.”

Mayoral hopeful Jesus “Chuy” Garcia more 
than doubled his campaign fund Tuesday with 
a check from a major workers union, but it did 
little to dull the financial edge Mayor Emanuel 
has in his second term bid. 

Garcia reported a $250,000 contribution 
from the Service Employees International 
Union Healthcare political fund, driving up the 
amount he’s raised to $477,000.

More than $750,000 the mayor collected 
since Nov. 10 has come from donors who al- 
ready gave Emanuel the maximum amount 
under state law but could give again after state 
contribution limits were lifted for the race. 

The elimination of those limits has allowed 
Emanuel to return to well-heeled donors, and 
it’s also what allowed Garcia to accept the 
$250,000 from SEIU Healthcare.

CHICAGO’S MOST FABULOUS SANTA

et ready to watch on Saturday as hundreds of ho-ho-homosexuals and straight 
allies spill out of Sidetrack bar in Boystown like bees from a hive and spend 
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10-15 liberating minutes dashing through the snow in nothing but bikini swimsuits 


and Santa hats. 


Welcome to the Most Fabulous Santa Spee- 
do Run, an annual 1-mile trek that started 
in 2000 as a charity event in Boston and has 
since spread to a half dozen cities nation- 
wide. While a hetero version benefiting the 
Chicago Diabetes Project, the Santa Speedo 
Run, also happens Saturday at Shenanigans in 
the Gold Coast, the Boystown edition is the 
first to exclusively benefit LGBTQ charities. 
It has raised more than $30,000 since its 2011 
inception, and this year’s beneficiary is the 
Center on Halsted’s new senior center. We 
sat down with co-founders (and couple) Jef- 
frey Colgan and Karl Sponholtz to talk about 
freezing their jingle balls off during the most 
wonderful time of the year. 


The Santa Speedo Run has been around for 
ages; why do an LGBT version? 

Karl Sponholtz: Men in Speedos has gay 
written all over it. The better question is why 
hasn’t it happened before 2017? [Originally], 
we wanted to go to the one in Atlanta, but 
couldn’t make it so we got some friends and 
our volleyball team together a few weeks 
beforehand and said, “Hey, let’s go do this 
stupid thing and raise a few hundred dollars,” 
and we ended up raising a few thousand and 
packing host bar SoFo [in Andersonville]. 


Why do both gay and straight versions have 
such large appeal? 

KS: Straight men go to see girls in bikinis, 

and gay men go to see boys in bikinis; it’s that 
simple. It’s especially fun that it’s cold outside 
and the colder it is, the more challenging it is.

Jeffrey Colgan: Everybody is looking to do 
something for charity during the holiday sea- 
son and this isn’t a black-tie event that costs 
$500. It’s $25 to register and you buy some 
raffle tickets and have a couple beers. Boys 
haven't been in their Speedos since Labor 
Day, so this is a perfect mid-season reason to 
break one out and have a good time. 


What do you say to the person who says, “I 
don’t look good in a Speedo”? 

JC: It’s not just for gym boys, it’s for every- 
body. So many people come the first year and 
don’t dress or dress down, and when they get 
there they kick themselves because when 
they see these crazy outfits, and so the next 
year they come and they just bring it even 
more. 


What are some of the most outrageous 
costumes you’ve seen? 

JC: We've had fantastic leather guys show up 
in harnesses with tinsel going through them 
and reindeer antlers. We have rubber guys 
showing up in tight rubber pants. 

KS: The first year we had a guy show up ina 
Christmas tree with box presents. 

JC: Last year, we had the Jewish contingency

How do people on the street react? 

JC: Every time we run, people come spilling 
out on the street to watch, and every time 
we pass a salon, these women with curlers 
in their hair and things like that all run out 
of their chairs.

Here many cial engineers clows it cake tes 
build a great Vietnamese sandwich? Judging 
by the excellent banh mi served at Lotus 
Cafe in University Village, the answer is at 
least one. 

It also apparently takes a biologist, too. 
While earning their degrees at the University 
of Illinois at Chicago, Kim Dao (a biologist/ 
nutritionist) and Dao Nguyen (the civil 
engineer), who now are married, felt there 
weren't a lot of great cheap and fresh food 
options available near the school. “After we 
graduated, we didn’t know what to do. The 
job market was just OK. We had a hard time 
as students finding food in the area, so after 
a couple months we said, ‘Hey, let’s open a 
restaurant,’ ” Dao said. 

Though Dao and Nguyen were inspired to 
open a restaurant serving modern versions 
of the Vietnamese cuisine they grew up with, 
they had no restaurant experience. “We 
loved to eat, so we thought we could do this,” 
Dao said. “But, it turned out to be much 
harder than we expected.” What they didn’t 
know, they tried to make up for by traveling 
and eating and developing menus from the 
flavors that inspired them along the way. Dao 
said recipe development took more than a 
year, and even then, the menu they launched 
in September 2012 only contained about 
half the ideas they developed. During that 
year, Dao also worked at some of the best 
Vietnamese spots in Chicago, including Nhu 
Lan, Ba Le and Saigon Sisters, picking up tips 
along the way. 

She studied well. The honey-grilled pork 
banh mi ($6.45) is one of the very best I’ve 
had in Chicago. The baguette used at Lotus is 
crusty and wafts a fresh yeasty perfume with 


every bite, Because it cvaled the bread served 
at Nho Lan, one of my favorite Viernamese 
saniwich makers in town, [| swore the sult 
must have been made in-house. De said they 
had hoped to bake their own bread, bur tat 
they didn’t have encuigh experience or roam 
to install the oven system capable no procce 
the amount of bread they'd meee. Instead 
they get loaves cumtone-baked by local bakery 
Biondillo and toast each sandwich roll te 
order. What gave Lotus. the edge ower Iivu 
Lan was the highscwality of the grilled pack 
shoulder inside the sandwich. Tt was tender, 
caramelized and cnated in asweet, bright 
and garlicky glaze al hacney aed lerivongrass. 
The jalapeno, cilantre: and cucumber salad 
topping the whale sambvich alse was crap 
and refreshing. 

Tn addition to the Banh ond, the go coc 
(aka spring rolls, $66.95) also are some oF 
the fresher ones I've canen inthe cing The 
wrappers are crisp, nor gumiony, ancl the 
shrimp inside ane plum, burner fied ancl 
fresh. The kicker is the kille peanut dipping 
sauce that’s spikerl wath a bright, sweet 
pineapple juice. 

Dao and Nguyen have plans to one dy 
open up a quick-service Vietnamese nacelle 
shop based on the Chipwtle model. Despite 
their success at Lotus, an said she ancl ber 
husband still have a few tough cries te win 
over. “When we firsr stared out, both of 
our parents thought we were wasting Gu 
degrees,” she said. “1 think my myn has come 
around, but my husbarul's pascrts sill arent 
conyinced this is a good ides.”

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The Second City and 
Goodman partner for an 
unorthodox holiday show

This time of year, reruns of holiday specials — 
“Island of Misfit Toys,” anyone? —have a way 
of transporting you back to your childhood. 
Former “The Colbert Report” writers Peter 
Gwinn and Bobby Mort are playing off of 
that nostalgia in “Twist Your Dickens, or 
Scrooge You,” which brings together beloved 
characters from Peanuts holiday specials, “A 
Christmas Carol,” “Rudolph the Red-Nosed 
Reindeer” and more in a decidedly grown-up 
show directed by Matt Hovde (The Second 
City). We called Gwinn in advance of the 
show’s Friday debut at the Goodman Theatre 
to learn about the process of writing an adult 
comedy for the holidays and more. 


How the different characters’ worlds mesh in 
the play: 

They all mesh together on a cinematic level ... 
almost everything, even some of the Peanuts 
stuff, the original inspiration for the scene 
came out of the text of “A Christmas Carol.” 
One of the first things Bobby and I did was 
go back and read the story, which we had 
never done. Some of the scenes of the show 
are a retelling of that narrative, but there are 
other scenes in the show that are inspired by 
something cinematic that we reacted to when 
we were reading the story.

Brown’s friend] Linus doesn’t meet Scrooge in 
the show; they are separate scenes. Hope- 
fully in the general holiday umbrella, it all fits 
together. 


On beloved childhood characters in adult 
comedy: 

It colored the process a little bit, especially 
when I was reading the story. I mean, Scrooge, 
some of the things he says would not be uh, 
unusual. [Laughs.]} It wouldn’t shock you com- 
ing from the mouth of a current Republican 
congressman. There is a tragic amount of 
overlap there and we touch on that a little bit. 


On working with co-writer Bobby Mort: 
Bobby and I have known each other for years;

we worked together at Improv Olympic 
{now called iO} back in the early years, so 
it was great. We wrote it together in person 
sometimes and over Skype sometimes and 
separately sometimes. And just both had 

a hand in everything. We just swapped the 
scripts back and forth. It took us about five 
months, maybe six, if you count rewrites. 


On the improvisation style of the play: 

We found ways to couch some improv within 
the contexts of the “Christmas Carol” story; I 
don’t want to spoil them, but we found some 
that I think work. Some fun moments to play 
around with the audience. There is a couple of 
places in there where they get to yell stuff. 


Why it’s OK for a holiday show not to be 
heart-warming: 

The goal of this show is just fun and having a 
great time, and there is a zero percent chance 
your heart will be warmed by this production. 
You will not leave with a warmed heart ... 
unless you have a couple of drinks. It’s fun and 
funny and you will be happy. But it won't nec- 
essarily make you want to shake hands with 
your fellow man. Everything that you think is 
going to be there is there, and everything you 
don't think is going to be there is there ... and 
there’s swear words. If you ever wanted to see 
Ebenezer Scrooge swear, you should definitely 
come to the show.
